Late Tuesday night, she said, she es- 
caped from the car by jumping from 
it while it was traveling slowly on U.| 
S. highway 101 near the Chittenden 
pass road. 

Frank Dettencourt, Gilroy truck} 
driver, picked her up and gave her a 
ride to Salinas where she was arrested 
later on the street. 

Miss Blake said that for 
after leaving San Francisco 
kept her with them in the car, forcing 
her to drink with them while they 
drove without stops except for gasoline 
and sandwiches and drinks. 

Continued references of the three 
men to the Meeks’ kidnap in 
Sutter County roused Miss Blake’s sus- 
picions, she said. She said one of the | 
men remarked, “We should have cut 
off a finger and sent it to that hus- 
band of hers.” 

Another of the trio, apparently re- 
ferring to the escape of Mrs. Meeks 
from the kidnapers’ hideaway on Bear | 
river after being held there blind-

PROPOSITION 1 


Agricultural, industrial and business 
leaders of El Dorado County will meet 
at a special meeting in the Raffles 
Hotel, 8 o'clock: tonight, (Thursday), 
to organize a local unit in behalf of 
the labor peace initiative, listed as 
Proposition No. 1 on the November 8th 
ballot. The meeting is open to every- 
one. 

The meeting tonight is sponsored by 
the California Committee for Peace in 
Employment Relations with Dwight 
O’Dell of Berkeley, here to explain the 
measure. O’Dell is in charge of 
Northern California county organiza- 
tions, having completed 20 other coun- 
ties to date. Other county units will 
be set up throughout the Mother Lode 
during the coming week. 

The measure, placed on the ballot by 
205,000 voters, would ban the sitdown 
strike, mass _ picketing, regulate all 
strikes and give citizens the full rights 
to their legal use of public highways, 
streets and wharves. At the same time 
labor would be guaranteed its legal 
right to bargain collectively, to strike 
and to picket within specified regula- 
tions. “This is a measure designed to 
give the public the protection it now 
lacks,” O’Dell stated, “while retaining | 
labor’s just rights.”
